General Llnevitch finds himself, at the age of t!7, commander In chief 
of tlie Itussian army In Manohiiria. He lias a notable record as a soldier, 
and has foiiglit in two continents. Korn in 1838 and educated in the mili¬ 
tary scliool, he first saw service in the Cauca.sus from 1.850 to 1804, and won 
his first proniolloii. In the Uu.sso-Tnrkisli war lie again dlstlnguiirtied lilm- 
self, being decorated with the cross of St. George of the fourth order for 
marked personal valor. He was severely wounded, however, and at one 
time ills life was despairixl of. In 1885 Llnevitch was again in the field 
against the Tunwmans, and won a colonelcy for bravery. Six years later he 
was made a major general, and In 1805 was transferred to tho military com¬ 
mand of Ussiirla, the Itussian province Immediately nortli of Korea. \Ylien 
the Boxer rebeilion broke out he was sent to aid ttic allied armies In the 
relief of I’ekiiig, and at that time was Instrumental in saving a British 
detachment tliat was seriously menaced by tlie rebels. Then the Czar con¬ 
ferred on him the Order of St. George of the third class, and in a sliort 
time he was given command of the First Siberian army, which position lie 
held at the heglmilng of the war with Japan, and until the arrival of Kiiro- 
patkln was commander In chief. At the battle of Mukden he coiumaiuled 
the Itussian left center, and. It is said, repelled thirteen consecutive attacks 
by the Japanese, and managed to withdraw his army with comparatively 
slight loss. Because of his constant solicitude for their welfare. General 
Linevitch is grea'Hy beloved by his soldiers. It is allegi'd that for years a 
keen rivalry has existed between himself and Kiiropatkln.
